F. No, IPC|415(342) 185-86 Pt.—Attention is in¬ 
vited to the provision contained in Paragraph 30(3) 
of the Import & Export Policy, 1988—91, which 
provides that applications from Actual Users for import, 
of capital goods in second-hand condition will be 
considered on merits. 

2. The request from tyre manufacturers for allow¬ 
ing import of second-hand building drums and presses 
for boosting exports of auto tyres has been considered 
and it has been decided that import of second-hand 
building drums and presses for exports of nuto-tvies 
may be allowed subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) An export obligation to the extent of 20 
times of the c.i.f. value of imported build¬ 
ing drums and presses will be imposed for 
fulfilment over a period of five years from 
the date of import. This export obligation 
will be over and above the average level of 
exports made by thci importer during the 
preceding three years. 

(ii) Advertisement procedure will not be insisted 
upon. 

(iii) All other requirements including certification 
from Chartered Engineer|Institution of En¬ 
gineers of the Country of import etc., as 
per Import and Export Policy and Hand 
Book of Procedures will be insisled upon. 

(iv) Importer will be required to execute a bond 
backed by bank guarantee as in the annexed 
form. The bond will be for an amount equal 
to 20 times of the value of imported machi¬ 
nery while the bank guarantee should be 
equal to 2 per cent of the value of the 
bond. The bank guarantee should be effec¬ 
tive till the bond is discharged. 

(v) The importing mill shall within a maximum 
period of six months from the date of im¬ 
portation of the machinery, commence 
production. 

(vi) The importing firm shall be given an advance 
plan of production, giving details of quantity 
and type of auto tyres proposed to be pro¬ 
duced and exported to the Directorate 
General of Technical Development 
(D.G.T.D.) at the beginning of each half 
year. First advance plan wiH be given within 
one month from the date of installation ol 
the imported machinery, 

(vil) For tile purpose ol monitoring and fulfilmeiv 
of export obligation, year will be finaneJa; 
year from April—^March. 
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(viii) The importing firm shall also give full de¬ 
tails of production and exports every six 
months to the DGTD'. Any deviation in 
the plan of production will have to be re¬ 
ported and explained with reasons to the 
D.G.T.D. The firm shall also furnish a Bank 
Certificate to export in the proforma repro¬ 
duced in Armexure-I to Appendix XV-D 
of the Hand Book of Procedures, 1988—91. 

(lx) The firm shall furnish a report within 30 
days of the close of each financial year to 
the concerned region.il licensing authorities 
with a copy to the D.G.I.D., giving infor¬ 
mation a^ut production, exports, average 
value of exports during the preceding year 
certified by a Chartered Accountant. The 
DGTD shall verify whether the annual 
report is consistent wiMi the advance pro¬ 
duction plan, the six monthly reports and 
the capacity of the imported machinery.

(xl) Applications for licence will be submitted 
as per the provisions contained in Para 164 
of the Hand Book of Porceduies, 1988—91 
and licence would be issued after the 
approval of the concerned C.G. Committee.
